Meeting of the State Convention of the
Republican Party of Pennsyl-
vania at Concert Hall
This Morning.

This merning at 10 o'alock the State Convention of
the Repabtican party of Peonnsylvania met in Con-
eort Hall, Chesnnt street, woest of Twellth, for the
purpose of placing i nomination candidates for
Governor and Judge of the Bopreme Court. The
hall was handsomely decornted—upon the walls,
baloonies, platforms, and chandellers —with nume-
rous Gegs and bunting.

Midway down the room s barrier was stretehed
from wall t0 wall, plerced with but a singic opening,
upon the main alsle. Between this divislon aod the
stage the benches had been removed and chalre sub-
stituted (o thelr gtead, This apace was reserved for
the delegates Lo the convention, the remalnder of
the hall for citizens generally. The piatform was
amply provided with tables and chalrs for the officers
of the convention and representatives of the press,
and & couple of puges Mited hivhoer and thither in
walting on the delegates,

The body of the hall was well filled, the presence

of 80 many of the cltizens evinciug thelr Interest In
the result of the deliberations of the convention,
and the political conteést of which it 18 the precursor,

At half-past 10 o'clock the convention was calied
1o order by Hon. Galusha A. Grow, In the following

FRANCE.

The Flectlon Riots In Paris-A Week of COone
tinned Disturbances-Attempts to Threw Up
Narvicades.

3 A a.-ltarrrnpondent writes as follows from Paris,
une 10:—

There were disturbances on Monday night, cansed
entirely by the police, The yard in which the print-
ing offoe of Le Rappel is situnted wias early thronged
by a dense crowd, lmpatient to hear the resalt of
the elections, which they made sire was 10 announoce
M. Rochefort's viotory. A# return aftar return came
in, each extingulshing still more his chances, the
crowd became Irritated, and upon the cheer being
raired by M, Juleg Favre's friesds, o general meloe
ensued between the adherents of the respective ¢an-
didates,

The police stupldly Interfered, and n that brutal
way wglu\ disgraces the French polies. The muan-
ner of this interferemce, even more than the inter-
ference Iteelf, raised passions to a high piteh, and
the disturbauces spread from the vard to tho negh-
boring boulevard, which was densely  thronged,
There wu'gmat exeltement In the erowd In conse-
quence of the election, and it would have been troe
wisdom in the police to have given the excitement
elbow room ; it wonld soon huve exhausted itself and
expired, The Injudicious conduct of the police
brought on & collision, some arrests were made, but
a8 midnight drew near the throng dissolved,

The follow extract glves the Incldents and dis-
turbances on the succeeding night:—

Night Scene on the Boulevard.
From the Paris Figaro,

From the Rue Lafitte the Bonlevard presented 1t
usunl nspect; all the cafes remgyned open, with the
execption of the Riche and the Grand Balcon, which
only let out thelr customers, but refused to admt
any. The routes of the omnibuses had been chang »d
atter 8 o'clock; public carriages were allowed to
circulate, but were not permitted to take places on
thestands. Our cab was stopped n littie beyond the
Rue Montmartre, where the ulevard was barred
Ly adetachment of municipal guards, on horseback
and on foot. The former vcoupled the roadway, aod
the latter the foot pavement on each aide. That
force, preceded by drums which beat the usual sum-
mons to disperse, drove the mob back towards the
Forte Baint Denis,

The appearance of the Roulevard at that moment
WAS Imost alulmln.r; the troops stopped, and the
vehileles which were following naturally did the
game; then a roll of drums was heard, and the sol-
diers again advanced preceding a long procession of
cabg and carriuges, and accompanied by the eries of
the crowd, which, after escaping by the lateral
Btreéets, returned and formed sgain 4 mass behind
the municipal troops, On arrivi at the Polnt-
de-Fer, as there remained no one behind the gol-
diers, the omMcer commanding saddenly ordered
his men to turn about and charge: then the car-
riages were obliged to turn back in the direction of
the Madelelne,

Kiosks Destroved.

A Quarter past Eleven.—Such o strange kind of
emienle was never seen before; open carriages with
lndies in them were parading up and down the Bou-
levard from the Opera Comique to the Varistes:
thelr occupants langhing and ohetting, while wait-
ing for the sight they had come out to see, Boys
with lopg sticks called out “keep back!" but the
drivers paid no attention, and still advaliced; now-
ever, at abont twenty minutes past eleven the gas-
lamps were broken, some of the newspaper Klosks
were destroyed, and an attempt was made to form a
barricude opposite the Varletes Theatre.

Boulevard Montmartre.

Talf-past Eleven.—A band of about a hundred in-
dividonls, the majority young men, wearing caps and
blouses, and armed with stukes and bars of wons
arrived on the Boulevard Montmartre, crying ont
“Vive Rochefort!” The police had then loft the
spot, The rioters at once commenced smashing
the lamps and windows of the Kiosks; they next
upset ost all these latter from the Rue Mont-
murtre to the Rue Richelien: they threw down the
seats, and even attempted to tear up some of the
young trees, With the wreck they had made they
formed two barriers, about two feet high, right
ncroks the road. The work of devastation would
have been carrled still farther, but that & detach-
ment of the Garde de Paris on horseback, preceded
iy two bodies on foot, issued from the Roe Drouot,
Their arrival was welcomed by the applause of the
lmhnr-. who were Indignant ot the acts of vandal-
s Just scoomplished,  After the trumpets had
sounded a warning, the soldiers fixed thelr bayonets
and chorged at a gquick step, while the rioters ned in
all diroctions. The troaps then patrolled the Rae da
Faubourg-Montmartre, de la Grange-Batellere, and
Dronot, but met with only & number of Idlers, who
digpersed before them, At midnight the troops con-
tinued to parade the streets without finding any of
the individoals who had tled after alurmiog the
neighborhood by thelr acts of destruction.

The Place do In Bastille.

Hall-past Twelve.—At this moment the crowd
rushed awey In the direction of the Madeleine before
u charge of the munioipsal guard, both mounted and
on foot, and who cleared the Boulevard; the horses
rushed at full speed, while the infantry ran alon
the foot pavement. We were obliged to turn and
take refage (njthe Roe de la Michodiere. The troops
passed ke the wind: paused for o moment atthe
corners of the Roes de la Chanase-A"Antin and Louls-
le-Girnnd, and then started afreah to aweep the
thoroughfare as far a8 the Place de la Madeleine,
The bonlevard was now free, but all the way from
the Chaussee-d'Antin to the Rue Richelieu bore
traces of the passage of the rioters; iron chairs had
been dashed through the windows of some of the

avillons, and stlil remained fixed there, In the
"laece Louvols the newspaper klosk was also thrown
down. A crowd lkewise assemeled on the Place de
1a Bastille, Until about half-past ® there was little
digorder, but on thie police attempting to clear the
place, this interven , Which had now becomed
necesgary, exaspernted the people. Stones were
thrown at the foree, and the mounted munielpal
guards were obliged to lend their assistance. A
charge sround the column of July put to fllght the
rioters, who directed thedr course principally into
the Faubourg St. Antoine.

Two Ancodotes of the Admiral.

During the excursion down Boston harbor last
week, Admiral Farragut told the following anoodote
of former times:—Just Afty years ago the present
month the old frigate Independence was coming
through the Narrows in charge of the pilot, Wilson,
bound into Boston, Farragut then belng & fuung
midshipman on board: and as he wus standing by
the man at the wheel, the oxecntive oncar of the
ship seeing a coasting vesssl diveotly ahead, suddenly
shouted, “Helm hard-a-stirboard ;" but Witson,sesing
the imminent peril of such an pclion Inso narrow a
channel, only replied:—"Tell them to say thelr
prayers,” and the frigate kKept on her couorse, Ins
moment more the vessel was run overand sunk ; but
fortunately her crew safely scrambled on board the
frigate a8 thelr craft disappeared under the waters
The anecdote was told to (linstrate the bravery and
cool self-pessession of the Boston pllots, for the
rompl action teken by Wilson saved the frigate
rom & gerlous digaster. The veteran pilot Wilson
referred Lo died o few years ginoe ot a ripe old age.

The gallant Admiral wishing to pay a nying visit to
his friend, Commodore Rodgers, on Ssturday, at the
Navy Yard,without making an omeinl fuss, srmangs4
with Captain James Doliver to have the tug Hamlin
ready at an appointed hour, and prompt to Hme he
stepped on board. Over his aniform he wore & light
water-proof, which he throw when he landad,
and, conducted by Captain Dollver, he proceeded to
the house of the Commodore, who was not at home,
The Admiral lert his card, exchanged a few remarks
with the offlcers who had by chanoe recognizoed him,
but before they conld find men to load the saluting
battery ho was once more on beard the Hamlin on
hig way towards the clty,

le had selected the time for his visit when the
operatives of the yard were pbsent al dinner, and
henee e knew that it wonld be impossible to have
the guns loaded. The whole vislt was arranged
With a8 much tact 1o accompliah A cortain end, as If
he had planned & naval operation, and wus em|-
nently successful, He expressed 1S satisfaction w
Captain Dollver that he had suceeeded so well, but
regratied that he had falled to see his old friend,
Commodore Hodgers, The Government, however,
had saved (s gunpowder and wads, and this wos
something 1o console him.—Hewton Traveller,

What IUnderstood by Religious Liberty.
